London, Nov. 26.—The view of 
the best informed obsetvers in the 
war office now is that we have 
turned the corner in the war. This 
view takes account of possible set- 
backs in the Balkans and at the 
Dardanelles. This does not mean 
that anyone expects the war to be 
over soon. On the contrary, the 
outlook is for a very long spell of 
war ahead, but with the balance 
steadily increasing in our favor. 


Paris, Nov. 26 — Reports are in 
eirculation in Greece that Great 
Britain and France are preparing 
for important new efforts in the 
Balkuns. The Salonika  corre- 
spondent of the Petit Journal says 
he has learned from a member of 
the Serbian government that Pre- 
mier Asquish of Great Britain sent 
a telegram on Monday to the Ser- 
bian government giving firm assur- 
anse thut Great Brituin and France 
will carry through the expedition. 
Mr. Asquith is quoted as having 
said: “T can assure you France and 
Kogland are preparing surprises 
in the Balkans. You will shortly 
have corroboration thereof.” 


London, Noy. 26.--It is stated 
that the Roumenian government 
has refused Austrian and German 
requests for permission for their 
wurships to proceed along the 
Danube toward Galatz.

This defin- 
ite announcement was made ilis 
afternoon ‘by the finance mini- 
ster, the Hon. W. T. White, while 
addressing! a large gathering of 
business men at the (Halifax 
Board of Trade, when he dis- 
cussed; in detail Canada’s finan- 
cial condition as a result of the 
war. The Hon. Mr. White said 
he hoped the people of Canada 
would give the loan their best 
support. He believes it a most 
attractive opportunity for in- 
vestment. 


Ottawa, Nov. 17.—The Canad- 
ian domestic loan will be for 
$50,000,000, it was 
here tonight. It will pay 5: per 
cent.: interest, and will be sold 
at 974. The first payment will 
be made on November 30th, aid 
will Le ten per cent.

VIVID NARRATIVE 
OF DISASTER TO 
HOSPITAL 


Dover, Nov. -This British 
hospital ship Anglia, with about 
three hundred wounded men 
aboard, in addition to the crew, 
nurses, and attendants, 385 in 
all, bound from France for Dover, 
struck a mine in mid-channel to- 
day and sank, in a very ‘short 
time. Nearly 100 men, most of 
them seriously wounded and in 
their cots, lost their lives. 

The collier Lusitania, which 
was nearby at the time of the 
accident, immediately went to 
the assistance of the Anglia, and 
her boats had been just lowered 
when she also struck’ another 
mine and foundered. All her 
crew were saved. A patrol ves- 
sel succeeded in rescuing three 
hundred of the Anglia’s passen- 
gers and crew, includi some 
nurses. A number of bodies were 
recovered.

Some of the 
wounded, unable to keep tne 
footing on the sloping deck, fell 
into the sea and were picked up

Aerial Torpedo Deadly Fire : 


New Device to be Employed by Teu- 
tons Ufteanny in Wonderful 
Control 

The fear of overwhelming attacks 
from the ait, which prevailed among 
the allied nations at the outbreak of 
the war and until recently, when the 
comparative ineffectiveness of the 
Zeppelins seemed demonstrated, is 
likely to be revived and the terrifying 
power of thes2 monster airships fully 
réalized if the reports relating to the 
new aerial torpedo perfected by the 
Germans prove to be true, says Popu- 
lar Mechanics. 

The accounts of the operation of 
these torpedoes read like the fantas- 
tic tales with this tireless striving for 
the accomplishment which readers 


were regaled before the great war be- | 


came a reality. In many respects the 
torpedo resembles a submarine tor- 
pedo and is said to possess all its de- 
structive power. Jt is equipped with a 
delicate wireless apparatus that con- 
trols its propelling and steering mech 
anism, and through this every move- 
meant of tle torpedo is controfled by 
the powerful wireless waves sent out 
from the Zeppelin. As it speeds to- 
wards the target the torpedo can be 
stoered up or down or horizontally at 
the will of the operator. In practice it 


is simply propelled to a point directly | 


above the object to be destroyed and 
is then turned vertically downward 
and dropped like an ordinary bomb. 
The new torpedo is said to be about 
seven feet in length and to have a war 
head like that of a submarine torpedo. 
In order to allow it to penetrate a roof 
or other obstruction before exploding 
the war head is equipped with a time 
fuse that delays the explosion for a 
few seconds after the impact 


one hundred to one hundred and fifty 
pounds of high explosives, enough to 
cause great havoc, especially when ex- 
ploded within an inclosure such as a 
building. The torpedo is driven by 
two propellers at the stern and is sus- 
tained in the air by two propellers 
working on vertical axles and placed 


fore and aft under the body. By means | 


of an arrangement of fins and rud- 
ders it is kept from capsizing in the 
heaviest winds. It is believed that the 
propellers and other mechanism are 
operated by compressed air. 

While this torpedo can doubtless be 
made enormously more effective than 
a bomb that is simply dropped, it has 
one serious limitation when launched 
from an airship against fortifications 
or warships. To be safe from the fire 
of anti-aircraft guns the airship must 
either be at a considerable distance 
from the target or at a great height 
above the ground. In either case it 
would be extrewely difficult to deter- 
mine when the torpedo was anywhere 
near a point directly above the target. 
In spite of this, however, the Germans 
have apparently provided themselves 
with an exceedingly effective weapon 
of offence in this torpedo 


How to Sharpen Your Khife 


In the Woman's Home Companion 
a contributor gives the following ad- 
vice as to how to veep knives sharp- 
ened: 

“Pew who undertake to sharpen 
a knife have any great difficulty in 
getting a sufficiently keen edge; it 
is in keeping this edge that the 
trouble arises. This is due to hold- 
ing the knife-blade too flat when 
sharpening. 

“By holding the knife-blade very 
flat a sharp edge can be readily pro 
duced, but is so very thin that it is 
easily broken and the blade is mar- 
red by jagged nicks. 

“The men who are employed in 
factories: to sharpen the best grade 
of knives hold the blade at an angle 
of about forty-five degrees, and 
really sharpen only the @utting edge 
itself. This method leaves the blade 
behind the immediate point of con- 
tact sufficiently thick and strong to 
stand any ordinary usage.”

Water is 
hard to get, pumps freeze up and the 
farmer or villager is powerless when 
the fire develops. 

During the summer, English spar- 
rows carry nest making material into 
‘cracks and crannies, building nests 
close to chimneys and flues. Chimney 
swallows, nesting in the stacks, knock 
the mortar from the bricks and make 
holes through which sparks find their 
way to the sparrow’s nest. A myster- 
ious fire results, generally on the cold- 
est night of the year. 

All flues and chimneys should be 
examined before the fires are lighted 
in autumn. Water should be drawn 
at night and placed in pails where it 


{will not freeze. Roofs should be ex- 
amined and cleared of curling 
j shingles and other spark catchers. 


| The store room should be the most 
; carefully kept room in the house. 
Kats, mice and squirrels should be 
cleared out. Lanterns should be kept 
filled, cleaned and with wicks of prop- 
;er length. A dirty, short-wicked lan- 
tern, full of oil, is a bad fire hazard. 

All dead herbage should be re- 
moved from the house and outbuild- 
ings. Sparks travel far on a winter 
gale and, alighting on dry herbage, 
are dangerous. Bonfires are a bane. 
Most persons who have large yards 
could well afford to build a small 
furnace of brick, covering the stack 
with wire netting, and thus: burn the 
refuse without danger. Smoking 
about barns should be prohibited and 
lanterns placed where ctock cannot 
kick them over. At all times, lanterns 
should be kept in a safe place. A 
;small electric torch is a good invest- 
{ment where hay and fodder must be 
‘reached in the darkness. Matches 
, should be kept in a tin box tightly 
; covered and placed out of the reach 
jot small children. No member of the 
family should search in cupboards or 
{drawers with,a match for a light. This 
is an imperative rule which is fre. 
quently violated. 


Where wood is the heating fuel, 
(there should be a wire front over the 
fireplace to stop the sparks. Where 
coal is used, a wide fender will often 
stop a threatened blaze. Coal, “snap- 
ping” out into the room, causes many 
fires. The place for ashes is a metal 
can and the place for the can is 
where its sides will not come into con- 
tact with wood. Because they do not 
|show sparks, 1s no reason for believ- 
ing that wood or coal ashes are not 
dangerous. Remember that ashes, es- 
pecially the finer kinds, hold heat for 

/a long time. _ 
* The foregoing cautions May seem 
simple but are frequently forgotten.

A new grade of wheat, oats and bar 
ley has been put into effect by order 
in-council. 

This special grade will be known 
as the ‘seed grain grade,” and certi-

last man 

Some incidents had a humorous as 
well ag a tragic side In these sudden 
encounters at close quarters, where 
the charging Briton met «a German 
einerging from hig dugout, the bay 
onet, bombs and even fists’ were some 
times brought into play in the ensuing 
mele 

One difficulty was the gathering 
and guaiding of prisoners in such a 
, confined space as their regular wreck 
ed trenches With rifles and bombg 
Iyving about, the Germans, even after 
capitulating, were likely to seize them 
and rush to the cover of a traverse 
french or into a shell crater and ve 
new the fight 

The Germans fought desperately 
and the viciousness of their counter 
attacks apparently was due to rage 
over the loss of their comfortable dug 
outs, which had cost them so much 
painstaking labor and the unpleasant
